Summer in the Tri-Town means a lot of things: 
games of Frisbee, hours spent gardening, hammocks, 
cookouts, and countless other outdoor activities. While 
fun may be the first thing that comes to your mind as the 
common bond among all of these pastimes, it must not 
forgotten that mosquitoes are guaranteed to be joining us 
wherever we go, whatever we do. 

On Thursday, June 28, Daniel Daly, community 
liaison of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 
held an information session at the Rochester Senior 
Center, and spoke about the work he does and how 
people can protect themselves from potentially deadly 
diseases. 

There are around 50 different species of

mosquitoes in Plymouth County. "But most aren't 
interested in biting mammals/' Daly said. He and 
his colleagues, among many things, work to identify 
mosquito breeding grounds, educate the public on safety 
precautions, and attempt to eliminate mosquito-based 
threats in the communities of Plymouth County. 

"Everything we do revolves around the life cycle 
of mosquitoes. If we have rain, we know we have five to 
seven days to react," said Daly. 

While bug zappers and swatters have their places 
on our decks and in our kitchens, the best preventative 
measures can be taken before young mosquitoes take 
flight. 

"The ideal time is while they are in larval stage

because they are so concentrated/' he said. 

These days, there are two diseases that scientists 
are most concerned with: West Nile Virus and Eastern 
Equine EncephaHtis (EEE or Triple E). The latter was first 
identified in 1938 in Massachusetts and over 60% of the 
fewer than 100 or so reported cases in that time have been 
in Plymouth and Norfolk counties. There is no treatment 
for either ailment, with young children and older adults 
being among the highest risk demographics. 

Daly recommends people follow the Three D's of 
mosquito prevention. 

•Drain. Mosquito larva develops in pools of 
stagnant water in about a week. By removing anything 
capable of collecting excess water from around your 
home, you help mitigate the number of mosquitoes in 
your neighborhood. This includes open trash barrels, 
loose tarps, and tires. 

•Dress. When possible, dress in long sleeves, 
pants, and hats to reduce the amount of exposed skin 
available to mosquitoes. The bloodsuckers are attracted 
to darker colors and human body odor, so make sure you 
and your clothes are clean. 

•Defend. Using bug repellant is an excellent 
way to keep mosquitoes off. Daly recommends DEET, 
but if you prefer more natural solutions, try oil of lemon 
eucalyptus.

the white man/' said Historical Society president Seth 
Mendell. 

From there, the display features objects from the 
town's ship building days, including a miniature model 
of a seaweed fort, which were constructed as hidden 
protection against enemies who may be approaching from 
the ocean. 

"For a long time, the British navy was trying to 
destroy the shipyards of Mattapoisett,'' Mendell said. 

There are several antique tools and model ships 
on display in the museum, including a replica of the final 
whaling ship constructed in Mattapoisett, The Wanderer.

Swimmers Suit up to Save Buzzards Bay

Temperatures so far this summer have had 
swimmers flocking to the nearest body of water to keep 
cool. On Saturday, July 7, nearly 300 swimmers will plunge 
into Buzzards Bay in order to raise money to help preserve 
the Buzzards Bay Watershed by participating in the 19*^ 
Annual Buzzards Bay Swim. 

'T think the planning has gone very well this 
year/' said the Buzzards Bay Coalition's Vice President of 
Operations Maureen Coleman. 'T think we are very lucky. 
The swimmers have really risen to the challenge this year.'' 

The racecourse spans 1.2 miles, kicking off at 
Davy's Locker in New Bedford and finishing at Fort 
Phoenix in Fairhaven. A party and awards ceremony will 
be held upon completing of the race. Live bands and Fun 
107.1 will be on site to provide entertainment. 

Registration for the race closed earlier this week. 
294 swimmers is the official count for 2012, which is 
approximately 80 more than 2011's 216 participants. 
The majority of the racers come from the Tri-Town and 
Southeastern Massachusetts even though the event is open 
to swimmers across the state. 

"We've seen incredible growth. It's very exciting," 
said Coleman.

also raise money through sponsors. If the racers generate 
$100,000, longtime swimmer Larry Fish will donate an 
additional $25,000 to the Coalition. 

''All of the money raised supports all of 
our work,'' said Coleman. "We are dedicated to the 
restoration, protection and sustainable use and enjoyment 
of the watershed." 

Coleman said that while the Coalition focuses on 
a variety of different aspects in preserving the Buzzards 
Bay Watershed one of the key areas of concern today is 
the nitrogen pollution.

Bay Watch 40B Gets the Green Light 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

It took 11 years for Bay Watch Realty to snag 
the approval needed to pursue its long-contentious 40B 
affordable housing project off Route 105. However, the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals' final decision at its 
Thursday, June 28 meeting clocked under five minutes - 
an anticlimactic ending to a long journey. 

"It was really in 25 words or less that we solved

the final issues," Marion ZBA Chairman Robert Wedge 
said that night. 

The final matter that needed attention was 
easement language to allow emergency access way to the 
proposed site through abutter Sherman Briggs' property. 
After some delay, Briggs signed off on the language, 
allowing the project to proceed. 

The Briggs property, and the entryway situated 
behind The Wave Restaurant, will be the two access 
points to the 40B, Wedge said. The issue of ingress/ 
egress on the proposed bike path "is still up in the air," he 
added. 

But these final issues were just a small part of Bay 
Watch's decade-long effort to build an affordable housing

project in Marion. 

When its quest to construct 40B housing complex 
began, the developer proposed a 192-unit 40B project, and 
received an approval conditioned that it did not exceed 96 
units. Bay Watch appealed that decision, and since then 
many court battles have occurred betw^een the town and 
developer over various manifestations of the project - 
with the courts favoring Bay Watch Realty 

However, Bay Watch Realty's proposal last fall 
to scale the project down to 96 units and its willingness 
to set aside 12 acres for conservation - purchased by the 
Sippican Lands Trust thanks to $300,000 in Community 
Preservation Funds- helped create a mood of cooperation 
that sealed the deal. The project includes 96 units: 60 
rentals in two large apartment buildings and 36 single 
family homes. 

It took six months for the Marion ZB A to OK the 
revised project - as issues regarding emergency access, 
the safety of the 75-foot proposed wooden bridge that 
traverses wetlands to the project, and general engineering 
questions all came up. 

Most importantly, how Bay Watch wanted to 
break up affordable and market rate units raised issues. 
Bay Watch originally asked to put 100 percent of the 
60 rentals as affordable, with the developer to sell 36 
residences at market rate. In general affordable housing 
projects allocate 25 percent of units as affordable across 
the board, thus both Marion Selectmen and the board

were reluctant to agree to such a scenario. 

In the end, an agreement was reached to 
designate 100 percent of the 60 rentals as affordable - with 
all but six of the single-family homes to be sold at market 
value. Two of the six homes will be affordable, two will be 
sold at 120 percent of the town's median income, and two 
of the lots would be available for purchase by the town for 
$125,000 apiece. 

Wedge expressed some relief that the long case 
has finally drawn to a close. 

"Fve been involved all 11 years, so Fm glad it's 
done,'' he said. 

In another matter that night, the ZBA approved 
applicant Frederic Rosiak's request to replace the front

The Life of a Cape 
League Host Family 

Every morning during 
the summer, Mattapoisett 
residents Ken and Cindy 
Dawicki wake up early and 
prepare breakfast for the entire 
family while their children are 
fast asleep in their beds. Only 
there's a catch. The kids asleep 
aren't really kids; they are some 
of the best collegiate baseball 
players in the country. They are of no relation to the 
Dawicki family and they come and go every summer. 
Still, that doesn't stop Ken and Cindy for treating them 
like they are their own children. 

'Tf you treat them like family, they will be 
family," said Cindy. 

For the past 
six years, Cindy and 
Ken have opened their 
home to house baseball 
players from the 
Wareham Gatemen. The 
Gatemen are one of ten 
teams that comprise the 
prestigious Cape Cod 
Baseball League, and 
the Dawicki' s are one of 
hundreds of families in 
the Tri-Town and on Cape 
Cod that volunteer their 
time, energy and food to 
take care of players. 

"It's a great way to give back to the community. 
We love it," said Cindy. "It's been great diversification 
and meeting up with these kids from different places 
and watching them grow and develop into their career." 

Cindy and Ken are no strangers to opening 
their home to strangers, either. Prior to becoming 
involved with the Cape League, they would welcome 
AFS exchange students to come and stay with them. 
Knowing what it's like to send your children out into the 
unknown, the decision to host players and students was 
an easy one for the couple. 

"My oldest son was in the Coast Guard and 
when he was away during holidays, people would take 
him in," said Ken. "We almost took in another AFS 
student, but then we saw an ad in a local newspaper for 
Cape League host families." 

This year, Cindy and Ken are housing two 
players out of Indiana University- Dustin DeMuth and 
Kyle Schwarber. 




"It's a great accommodation for us," said 
Schwarber. "If you put us on our own, we wouldn't 
get the hospitality we get with our host families. At first 
it's hard to get used to living with new people, but as it 
progresses you start to get used to them like they're your 
own family." 

Schwarber says that Cindy has breakfast ready 
for him and Dustin every morning and the family will 
invite them places on off days to have a little fun. But 
it's the other family-like characteristics the Dawicki' s 
have that really make them feel comfortable. 

"It's good because you have people you can 
go and talk to," said Schwarber. "You're not alone and 
you're not by yourself. It's kind of like having another 
mom and dad to go and talk to about your problems. 
It's awesome." 

The Cape League puts a lot of wear and tear 
on its players. Playing 
nearly 70 games over 
the course of two and 
a half months, it's not 
unusual for players to 
become overworked and 
over stressed. When that 
happens, Cindy and Ken 
are willing to lend an ear 
to them and to give them 
the same advice they 
V ^1 would give to children of 

I \ ^1 their own. 

"We always tell them, 
'pick yourself up, it's 
okay tomorrow is another 
game,'" said Cindy. 
"If they're doing good, we're proud of them. If 
they mess up, we call them a noodle-head," joked Ken. 

The contributions of Cape League host families 
do not go unnoticed by the players no matter how long 
it has been since their stint on Cape. Last week, Cindy 
and Ken caught up with Josh Phegley, a former Cape 
Leaguer who currently plays in the Chicago White Sox's 
farm system for the Charlotte Knights. Phegley was the 
first player Cindy and Ken hosted. 

"After six years, he remembered the dog's name 
and our granddaughter's name," said Ken. "He told us 
how much he loved it here." 

"It just warms the heart," said Cindy. "I knew 
him when he started here. He's done well for himself. 
It's a great feeling."

Ted. Starring Mark Wahlberg and Mila Kunis. Directed by 
Seth MacFarlane. Running time: 106 minutes. MPAA rat- 
ing: R. 

Ted is a filthy-mouthed and fairly amusing farce about 
a little boy who wishes his talking teddy bear were really alive. 
Thanks to the magic of movies, the bear comes alive, and after 
a few minutes (thanks to the magic of movie editing) we pick 
up the boy, John (Mark Wahlberg), at age 35, still hanging out 
with Ted (voice of Seth MacFarlane). Over the years, Ted has 
matured, or immatured, into a fuzzy libertine who smokes copi- 
ous amounts of weed and chases after various buxom, brainless 
women. John and Ted are inseparable, but John also has a girl- 
friend of four years, Lori (Mila Kunis), who's beginning to get a 
little sick of Ted. She feels, probably rightly, that Ted is holding 
John back. 

MacFarlane, whose Ted sounds a lot like Peter Griffin 
on his show Family Guy, also co-wrote and directed Ted, so 
expect a lot of pop-culture references and random gags. Some 
of them hit, some don't. Fans of 1980' s Flash Gordon will ap- 
preciate that it's John and Ted's favorite film, and that its star, 
Sam J. Jones, puts in an extended cameo as a party-dude version 
of himself. Any movie that worships Flash Gordon ("It's so 
bad," John accurately sums up, "but so good') can't be all bad, 
though Observe and Report used the film's "Football Theme" 
to far better effect. Anyway, other randomness is in store, such 
as a riff on Airplane'^ riff on Saturday Night Fever, an appear- 
ance by Norah Jones (who must be a really good sport), and a 
character submitting happily to "gay beatings" at the hands of a 
recent superhero-film star (who must also be a good sport, or a 
Family Guy fan — indeed, he's done a cameo on the show, too). 

Political correctness is not in store, with a Chinese 
caricature as the noxious stand-out. Most of the laughs derive 
from Ted's crude, blinkered viewpoint, which is fine up to the 
point where the film itself seems to share that viewpoint. Still, 
I laughed more than a few times; the script, which MacFarlane 
wrote with Family Guy cohorts Alec Sulkin and Wellesley Wild, 
keeps things moving and keeps the foul language coming. Ted 
is rightly rated R, and I was relieved not to see any little kids 
in the audience, brought by clueless parents who saw a talk- 




ing teddy bear in the ads and thought they were in for a Teddy 
Ruxpin reboot. They would have much to explain to their kids, 
such as why Ted at one point uses hand lotion for purposes best 
not discussed in a family publication. 

There's a creepy subplot involving a weird dad 
(Giovanni Ribisi) who wants to take Ted home for his bratty 
son. The movie doesn't really need this thread, and it leads to 
a car chase that reminded me of Pauline Kael's almost visceral 
rejection of the car chase in Splash, which she otherwise loved. 
Said it before, say it again: Car chases (and gunfights) belong 
in action movies, not comedies, where they just stop the comic 
momentum dead. Ribisi is effective enough as a kind of anti- 
John, a case of arrested development that led to madness instead 
of John's amiable loafing. But the plot thread still leads the third 
act into a sour place and an unconvincing change of heart from 
Lori. (Mila Kunis does hold her own in an otherwise blithely 
sexist movie, creating something relatable out of what could' ve 
been the Katherine-Heigl-in-^n6>c^^J Up killjoy who pulls the 
man-child away from childish things — and childish friends.) 

Ted is painless, and not as smarmy as it seems, though 
I would have liked to see more of Joel McHale as Lori's goatish 
boss. Matt Walsh as John's Tom Skerritt-obsessed boss, and Bill 
Smitrovich as Ted's amusingly lax boss — you have enough 
material with these three for Horrible Bosses 2. One impres- 
sive feat is that we never question Ted's reality; Wahlberg plays 
off him naturally, and the special effects used to create him are 
seamless. Ted is just taken as a given, briefly a media superstar, 
trading quips with Johnny Carson, until, as Patrick Stewart's 
narration puts it far less politely, nobody cares any more and 
Ted is more or less treated by everyone as nothing all that spe- 
cial. This is how fantasy should be done more often: not much 
awe or terror, just "Oh, okay, that's sort of cool" until a shinier 
media fixation comes along. Ted gets that much right, at least: 
Ted would be hot stuff for a season, then dwindle to a curiosity, 
then be forgotten. Sam J. Jones might know the feeling.
